czar and their country. It is reported 
that numerous guns have been trans- 
ferred from the ships in the harbor to 
the forts which have been insufficient- 
ly armed. 


Washington, June 10.—The Japanese 


legation today gave out the following 
cablegram: 


Tokio, June 10.—General Kuroki' re- 


ports that a detachment of our troops 
occupied Saima Chin on June 7. Our 
casualties were three men killed and 
24 men wounded. The enemy left la 
the battlefield 28 killed, besides two 
officers and five men, who were made 
prisoners. General Kuroki's army, co- 
operating with the forces that landed 
at Takushan, occupied Siureun on June 
S, driving the enemy toward Tomu- 
cheng and Kaihiiig. The enemy con- 
sisted of 4,000 cavalry and six guns. 
Our casualties were three men killed, 
one lieutenant, one sub-lieutenant and 
28 men slightly wounded. 


Chefu, June 30.—The Jaiianese are 


reported to have successfully assault- 
ed the Kukwane forts just outside of 
Port Arthur and are now attacking the 
chain of fortifications of which they 
are the key, and which alone separate 
the invaders from the -fortress. 
The 


fighting is said to have been desperate 
on both sides, with heavy losses. The 
Japanese guns, mounted on neighbor- 
ing heights, silenced the Russian guns 
and then the assault was made in the 
face of an awful rifle fire which mowed 
the attacking forces down by scores, 
but could not stop them. A number of 
Russian guns are said to have been 
captured. Reports reaching here put 
the Japanese loss at between 3,500 and 
2,000 men. The Russian loss is rot es- 
timated. 


The shelling of Port Arthur both by 


land and sea continues, with what ef- 
fect is not known. Chinese refugees 
arriving here declare the 
Japanese 


shell fire has been extremely destruc- 
tive, both to the defending batteries 
and to the troops. They report the 
Russians appear to be pretty badly de- 
moralized and have no hope of pre- 
venting the capture of Port Arthur 
when the Japanese get ready to make 
the attack. 
The wrecks of severai 


Russian^warships are said to have been 
found by the Japanese sunk in Talien- 
wan Bay. They aro probably the tor- 
pedo £otilla, and perhaps the cruiser 
Bayah, said to have been caught there 
when the recent attack was made on 
Dalny.
